Washington, March I.—Another un­ 
successful effort was made in the execu­ 
tive session of the senate yesterday to 
confirm the nominations advancing Ad­ 
mirals Sampson and Schley and other 
officers who part id patted in the Santiago 
campaign.

lished record of tho two officers, refer 
ring with especial emphasis to the fact 
that Admiral Sampson had himself been 
responsible for Admiral Schley’s remain 
lug at Cienfuogof. 
Mr. Butler charged 
that the dispatch making this order had 
been suppressed and he asserted that it 
must have been oons'ealed in Mr. Samp­ 
son’s behalf. 
At any rate the conduct 
of Sampson in giving tho order and 
then holding Schley responsible for the 
delay was conduct unworthy of any 
man and unbecoming an officer and Mr. 
Butler said he could never give his as­ 
sent to the confirmation of the nomina­ 
tion of any man guilty of such treat­ 
ment of a subordinate.

Washington, March I.—The fen ta re 
of the court of inquiry into General 
Milos’ beef charges yesterday was an 
object lesson in canned meats, prepared 
by the court and served to the noncom­ 
missioned men who testified at Mon­ 
day’s hearing. 
The court had prepared 
eight plates of beef, fresh beef, canned 
beef that had been to Cuba and back, 
and canned boof fresh from the factory. 
Four plates were prepared hot in a stew 
ai.*! four cold a# they came from the 
can. the fresh boof being boiled to make 
it resemble the others. 
The enlisted 
nu n were ordered to .sample each and 
say which was the sort they had in 
Cuba. 
It was a trying ordeal fear the men, 
most of them declaring that none of the 
plates looked anything like what they 
had eaten in Cuba. 
By repeated assur­ 
ances that there was campaign beef in 
two of the plates, and, after being urged 
that they should at least choose “to the 
best of their belief,” the court succeeded 
in getting an expression of opinion from 
each of the men. 
An army surgeon 
Dr. Bowden, kept tally on the guesses 
of the men and changed the positions 
the plates after each witness had left 
the room. 
The result of tills record was 
not made public, however, and will be 
reserved till Dr. Bowden testifies, prob­ 
ably some time tills week.
